The total was far more than 
double that of bloody Tarawa in 
the Gilberts last November, when 
3,583 Americans were killed or 
wounded in 76 hours. 


It more than doubled the losses 
on Guadalcanal in six months of 
warfare—3,767. 

Enemy losses in the bitter fight- 
ing that has wrested half of rug- 
ged Saipan from the Japanese also 
have been heavy. Nimitz said 
no accurate imate was possible 
but 4,951 Japanese dead already 
had been buried.

Finland Is Left 
ToDoomas U.S. 
Ends Relations 


WASHINGTON, June 30.—(P) 
The United States snapped the 
frayed thread: of its relations with 
Finland today and branded the 
present government of that long- 


friendly country as a “puppet” 
used by Nazi Germany to help 
stem the advance of victorious 
Allied armies in Europe. 

The American action came at 
the end of a 10-day period which 
some day mry be recognized as 
one of the rmost critical in the 
history of the 25-year-old Finnish 
republic. In those 10 days. a 
planned pro-Allied coup failed to 
come off at Helsinki, according to 
reliable reports here. A group of 
diehards oppbsed to peace with 
Russia clinched their hold in the 
government, and under the guns 
of German weirships, Nazi land re- 
inforcements poured ashore while 
planes of the Luftwaffe moved in 
large numbers onto key airfields. 

It was as # result of these de- 
velopments, reflected in an offi- 
eial Finnish announcement of an 
alliance with Germany last Tues- 
day, that President Roosevelt and 
Secretary Hull decided late yes- 
terday to break the final fragile 
link.

LONDON, Saturday, July 1.—() 
American Liberators and Flying 
Fortresses, 250 strong with fighter 
escort in similar strength, roared

Reporting that many of the 
county’s employes are not under 
any merit system and that there 
are four different forms of civil 
service, sanctioned by different 
laws, in effect, the jury urged 
adoption of a single system. The 
four systems are those of the new 
civil service board, that of the 
fire and police departments, that 
of the county board of education 
and that of the health and wel- 
fare departments. 

The jury said that the single 
system should embrace the follow- 
ing requirements: Qualifications, 
freedom from political activity, a 
true merit system guaranteeing 
continuity of service in return for 
faithful performance of duty and 
minimum age for employment and 
maximum age for retirement. 

A previous grand jury had rec- 
ommended retirement on pensions

WASHINGTON, June 30.—()— | 
A deep new cut in the ration al-| 
lowance of new passenger cars 
was ordered tonight, following an-' 
nouncement of the complete re-| 
moval of inner. tubes from ration- | 
ing and a slight increase in the| 
number of tires for motorists. 

The Office of Price Administra-| 
tion said it would release only | 
7,000 new automobiles in July | 
from the nation’s dwindling sup-| 
ply of motor cars. The number is | 
22 per cent under the June quota) 
and 30 per cent under May. 

Only 30,000 new cars remain to 
meet all needs until the govern- 
ment can permit the resumption 
of automboile production, OPA 
said. This is a three-day supply in 
normal times. About 530,000 cars 
were in stock when manufacture 
stopped. 

In a more welcome action, OPA 
ordered that motorists, effective 
tomorrow, May go directly to

Charles F. Phillips, emphasized 
that the demand for new tires still 
is “far in excess” of supply.

De Gaulle’s Strength 
Steadily Mounting 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—All military circles in London testify 
to the authority effectively wielded by the Algiers Committee of 
Liberation over the civilian population and the groups of resistance 
in French territory. Here are some striking details selected among 
many. They have come to me from sources other than French. 


The inhabitants of Normandy—the most extreme conservatives 
of all Frenchmen—have so readily rallied around the Committee 
of Liberation and its delegates on the spot that the Vichy officials 
themselves did not even try to keep aloof from the general move 
ment. The following anecdote illustrates that point: 


In Bayeux, General Charles de Gaulle was in conference with 
the subprefect when he noticed that a huge portrait of Marshal 
Petain still hung on the wall. Did he make a remark about it? _ 
Anyhow, the subprefect left the room and came back carrying a 
ladder, With his own hands he brought down the picture of the 
“chief of state.” Such a showy repudiation of the Vichy govern- 
ment, hewever, did not save him from being dismissed shortly 
afterward. 

The whole scene indicates that men in position to judge the 
trend of public opinion in France take for granted the acceptance 
of the Algiers provisional government by the mass of the people. 
They had put all their stakes on Vichy and yet they don’t even fall 
back upon the hope that some sort of government may turn up 
which General de Gaulle would not lead.

The Algiers 


I refer to the delay of the long-planned German attack on the 
beachheads in Normandy and to the transfer of Nazi troops from 
the eastern to the western theater of operations. Three weeks have 
passed and the German operation has not come off. Meanwhile, 
the German command deems it prudent to borrow contingents from 
the hard-pressed German armies at the other end of the continent. 


So pessimistic a view was taken by Marshal von Rundstedt, in 
the days immediately following the invasion, of the task he would 
have to perform in France that he did not think the 60-odd divi- 
sions at his disposal could prove an adequate force. Therefore, two 
divisions quartered in Hungary were ordered to entrain for the west. 
They arrived in Lorraine three or four days ago and, since French 
railways could not be used beyond that area, they had to continue 
the journey by road. This transfer of German troops from east to 
west is of very bad omen for the Whermacht, which must live in 
daily expectation of new Russian blows and which must know that 
it has not yet seen the worst of the Russian offensive. 


But what about the 60 divisions stationed in France proper? 
Thirty of them are described as being of “limited employment.” It 
means that those divisions have been trained for coastal defense 
only, that no trucks have been provided for them, that they have no 
mobility and that their armament is not up to date. The balance 
consists.of some 23 infantry divisions and eight armored divisions. 


But here the resistance movement comes in. 
Evidence accumulates that those 30 or 


PATRIOTS ACTIVE 31 divisions have found it very hard to 


repress French patriots and concentrate in the Normandy area. An 
armored division was delayed more than a week in its advance 
from the Bordeaux district to Normandy. At the present moment 
three infantry divisions are kept busy by guerrillas in the Dordogne 
department. All bridges and all lines of communications are 
methodically destroyed in accordance with instructions continu- 
ously forwarded from London. Brittany itself has been cleared of 
two-thirds of the German troops quartered there. 

Such is the outcome of the co-operation of the British officers 
who for years have made preparations in France with the Algiers 
general staff Brigadier General Joseph-Pierre Koenig took com- 
mand of-that French army of the interior not two days ago, as 
reported in the press, but in the middle of May. 

Under the supreme authority of General Eisenhower, General 
Koenig operates by the means of a committee staffed with British 
and American officers. Of all French generals he is the most con- 
spicuous by his devotion to General De Gaulle, and not a single 
group in France is known to have expressed disapproval or dis- 
satisfaction.
